Ribition of bravery that took the men 


cw in. khaki across open ground, swept 


“with machine-gun fire. 

For two hours they held the village 
while Germans from the neighboring 
hill poured bullets into the place from 
rapid-firers. At 5 o’clock it became 
apparent that it would be a useless 
' @acrifice of life to remain longer, and 
the British were withdrawn to safer 
ground. 

‘The French made some progress, but 
they, too, were coming undér a grilling 
fire from Mont Kemmel and other 
points. - It was obvious that it would 
be difficult to oust the Germans from 
‘this commanding position, which they 
held. in large force. 

A gallant regiment of poilus was 
ordered yesterday to hold Mont Kem- 
mel at all costs. After the Germans 
had broken through the defending 
lines and were encircling the eleva- 
tion they clung to their position and 
obeyed the order to the letter. Over- 
whelming forces of the enemy were 
able to gain the crest only over the 
bodies of these gallant defenders, No 
more dramatic stand has been made 
‘$f recent days. 
~All the fighting yesterday was of a 
desperate nature, and the enemy gains 

‘made only at frightful Post, | 
Al ough German picked divistons 
advanced in the morning all along 
the line between Wytschaete and 
Bailleul, the brunt of their attacks 
Was directed against a small sector 
of the allied line a little west of Wyt- 
achaete.

PUTS GERMAN LOSSES 
AT 2,000,000 MEN 


General Schalze’s Total Given to 
Reichstag May Mean That 
Namber of Dead. 


AMSTERDAM, April 26.—Germany’s 
losses thus far in the war have been 
,000 men, according to a statement 
by the Frankfurter Zeitung as 
having been made by General Schulze 
before the main committee of the Ger- 
man. Reichstag. 
’ ick and wounded men to the number 
of 750,000 had been able to return to 
the front, according, to General 
Bchuize, while 629,000 had’ been dis- 
charged as unfit for service, including 
76,000. cripples. Up to date, the General 
added, Germany had to reckon with;

10, 1916, the Germans had lost up to 
that date 2,822,079 men. The daily list

"4,694,256, of whom 1,066,976 had been

The fact that the 
Germans have captured it, therefore, 
means that the British have been pushed 
completely off of the high ground all 
the way from Messines: to’ the. point 
where the ridge is'crossed by the Ypres- 
Commines Canal, almost due west of 
Hollebeke. Not only that, but the British 
salient about Ypres is narrower in the 
south than it was before the British bat- 
tle of Messines in the early part of last 
year. 

There does not; in view of this report, 
seem to be the remotest possibility that 
the British can. continue to hold Ypres. 
The retirement may be gradual. In 
fact, it ig not apparent yet that there 
is any necessity for extreme haste in its 
evactiition. ‘But that it will have to be 
evaduated seems to be a foregone con- 
clusion. 

Just to what extent’ ‘ents will change 
the situation in its defensive possi- 
bilities is not apparent. Had Ypres 
fallen in the first great battle directed 
against it the Germans would have 
taken Calais. This does not follow now 
by. any. means. The Germans. may still 


get Calais, but Ypres..will:not neces-: 


sarily give it to them.’ Thé probabilities 
are that Ypres, through its former ‘tmn- 
portance .and because of “the terrific 
battles which have been fought there, 
has acquired a sentimental value far -in 
excéss of its ‘strategical importance. 





BRITISH TANKS BEAT 
GERMAN IMITATIONS 


Drive Them from the Field in 
First Encounter on Somme 
‘Battlefield. 


HAD A. SPECIAL MISSION 


German Machines Acted Indepen- 
dently Of Infantry and Sought 
Out Machine Gun Nests. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 26. (Associated Press.) 
—One German prisoner had a rough éx- 
perience with the’ British tanks near 
Villers-Bretonneux: on Thursday and 
lived to tell the story, although he was 
much shaken as a result of his experi- 
ence. He got separated from his unit 
and was hiding in a shell hole near 
Cachy when a tank charged directly 
over the hole. It was deep enough to 
protect the German, but he was s0 
terrified that he lost. consciousness and 
was just regaining his senses when the 
performance was:repeated by a second 
tank. Again he escaped, and saved 


himself further triald by being captured. 
The German division attacking Cachy 


was told that four tanks were to sup- 
port the assault, but these were missing 
at. the appointed hour. Thus eleven 


tanks had been figured upon, but only 
four were actually to have been en- 
gaged. The German prisoners say that 
they had never seen the tanks before, 
although they had often heard of them. 
The greatest secrecy appears to- have 
been maintained by the German higher 
command regarding these engines of 
war; 8o much so that the infantry had) 
not been trained to work with them at 
their initial appearance. 

The German tanks sent into the fight 
at Villers-Bretonneux acted quite inde- 
pendently of the foot soldiers. Their 
business apparently was to search out 
the machine gun nests and engage them. 
The fact that. the crews of two of the 
enemy tanks abandoned them when they 
got ‘into trouble would seem to indi- 
cate that the personnel was not ex- 
perienced. 

British Tank Best German Rival. 


Four German tanks came forward with 
the second attack at about 9 o’clock, 
‘Only one encounter between them and 
the British tanks occurred. That was 
when the quartet came up against one 
big British machine and two smaller 
ones. Both of the latter had been dam- 
aged somewhat by the heavy cannonade, 
but thé bigger British machine forced 
the enemy to retreat and put one of the 
number out of action. The crew of this 
German tank fled, as did that of another 
which afterward got stuck in the mud. 
Neither tank, however, was completely 


smashed, and the enemy got them away Fall 


later. Both the damaged British tanks 
‘were saved. 


ALLIES ACTIVE IN BALKANS. 


Big Guns Shell Vardar Positions—

ASSIST ANCE TO. GREECE 


Her Rights to be Folly Protected 
When Final Negotiations fer 
Peace Are Made. 


WASHINGTON, April 26,—President 
Wilson has assured the Greek people 
that the United States is determined to 
give its fullest measure of support to 
Greece and that» the country's rights 
shall-be preserved in any final peace 
negotiations. 

The President's attitude became known 
today when the State Department gave — j 
out the text of a statement cabled to Min- 
ister Droppers at Athens, which was 
made public in the Greek capital, It 
reads: 

*“* The people of the United States view 
with admiration the unselfishness and 
courage. with which the: Greek people, 
animated by that love of liberty and 
devotion to right which they have in- 
herited from a leng line of heroic 
ancestors, are fighting to preserve the 
freedom for which their patriotic fore- 
fathers valiantly fought: 

‘Claiming similar ideals and moved 
by the same principles of right and 
justice, the Government and people of 
the United States are’ determined. that

MADE FORTUNE BY U-BOAT. 


Spanish Marquis Seized ‘in France 
as Spy Worked for Krupps. 


PARIS, Apfil 26—The arrest on anh 
espionage charge of the Marquis de 
Arquevilly, a Spanish subject, which 
took place on Monday, has resulted in 
the development in the Parisian press 
of many details of his remarkable ca- 
reer. This morning’s newspapers print 
the story of the manner in, which the 
Marquis, after having worked as an 
engineer for the Krupps for eleven 
years, made a ‘fortune of 4,000,000 
francs in commissions on the sales ‘of 
submarines bullt | ‘on plans furnished by 
him. 

The Marquis, according to these ec- 
counts, returned to’ France at the out- 
set of the war, got himself naturalized 


within twenty-four hours and was in- _ 


corporated into the army, where he ob- 
tained two promotions. The newsa- 
papers now declare that the submarine 
plans which he took to the Krupps 
were stolen from the French Miniatry 
of Marine. M. Laubeuf,. the engineer 
who drew the plans which -have. been .

Parisien that they were stolen, but he 
makes no direct charge against the 
Marquis.

“*The photographs show .that_ the

“* The first spur has a branch leadin 
to a platform which is . still occupied, 
but the centre platform ‘is. empty.

Two more spur 
lines are under construction, showing 
that further cannon.are expected.

Atthe moment of firing ten 
heayy. guns are fired by a special appa- 
ratus to camouflage the sound of the 
big gun so that its location cannot be 
judged from the seund. At the same 
time. thick «clouds. of smoke’ from. sur- 
rounding heights protect the gun from 
airplane. observation: - 

“* Numerous sqtiadrons of pursuit air- 
planes..are placed-in ‘the. vicinity, -to-

On Tuesday evening 
one of these. guns was damaged; so that 
at present only one is in service. All 
the crew of this gun ‘were killed.

-LONDON, April 26.—The Admiralty 
has-issued a long official narrative of 
the attack on Zeebrugge. Describing the 
landing on the Mole from the Vindictive 
decks, it says that Colonel Elliott,’ who 
was to lead the marines, and Captain 
Halahan, .who. commanded the blue- 
jackets, were both killed before word for 
‘the assault was given. . 

‘““Many were killed and more were 

wounded as they crowded up to the 
gangways,” the statement says, ‘‘ but 
nothing hindered the orderly and steady 
landing Vy every gangway. Lieutenant 
H.-T. C. Walker. had his arm shot away 
by shell on the upper deck, and lay tn 
darkness while the storming parties 
trod him under. He was recognized and 
dragged -aside -by the commander.: He 
raised his remaining arm in greetings. 
*Good. luck to you,’ he called as the 
rest of the stormers. hastened by, * Good 
luck.’ 
. “The lower. deck was a shambles ‘as 
the commander made the. rounds. of the 
ship,. yet those wounded and . dying 
raised: themselves to cheer as he made 
his tour..* .* * 

“The Pris had troubles of her own. 
Her ‘first attempts:to make fast: to ‘the 
Mole ahead of the Vindictive failed, as 
hér: grapnels were not large enough to 
span the parapet. Two officers, Lieut. 
Commander Bradford and Lieutenant 
Hawkins, climbed ashore and sat astride 
the parapet trying to make the grap- 
ngls fast till each was killed and fell 
down between the ship and the- wail. 
Commander Valentine Gibbs had’ both 
legs shot away. and died next morning. 
Lieutenant ‘Spencer, though wounded, 
took’ command and refused to be re- 
lieved. 


Shell Kiitled Forty-nine Marines.

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LIKENS LOAN TO A BATTLE. 


Clark Says Fallure Would Be Worse 
Than a Big Military Defeat. 


BALTIMORB, April 26,—Speaking at 
the’ ‘‘ over there ”’ Liberty Loan canton- 
ment, in the Fifth Regiment Armory to- 
night, Speaker Champ Clark said that a 
failure to subscrfbe to this bond issue 
promptly would damage the United 
States as much in its own estimation: 
and in the world’s estimation as would 
the loss of*a great -battle.. ‘‘ It would 
‘wound our honor past all surgery,” he 
said. ‘‘ We cannot afford it. We must 
not permit it.’’ 

Mr. Clark outlined the part. taken by 
Congress in the prosecution of the war. 
“The amount of work we. accom- 
plished,’”’ he said, ‘‘ is amazing, unprece- 
dented, stupendous. The sums of money 
appropriated and bonds authorized “stag- 
ger the imagination—aggregating morc 
than six times the cost of the civil war. 
Every doHar the Administration asked 
for the preparation and the. conduct of 
the war has. been expeditiously voted by 
the Congress..

Soldiers Might Worry if Our Patri- 
otism Droops, Says War Secretary. 


‘CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 26.—‘* By 
buying Liberty Bonds the American peo- 
ple have the opportunity of. putting the 
hand of the nation on the shoulders ‘of 
dur soldiers in France and ‘saying, 
‘Hold them!’” Newton D. Baker, Sec- 
retary of War, toia several thousand 
people. here tonight in a Liberty Loan 
address.

“We have so provided that no Amer- 
ican soldier in France need want for 
food; arms, or ammunition, To be frank 
with you, the American soldiers in 
France want to fight. hey have caught 
the spirit of the,’soldiers, of the Allies 
with whem, they are associated, and the 
combination is one that will be produc- 
tive of great results.’ 

‘ Mr. Baker paid a high tribute to ‘Gen- 
eral Pershing and the American officers 
in France, and said: the only message 
he brought to the American people from 
the American soldiers in France was a 
request for continued support.

The proposal of James M. Beck that 
we make the Allies a gift of the $5,000,- 
000,000 advanced them for the purposes, 
of war, was characterized by Samuel 
Untermeyer in his address at a Liberty 
Loan mass meeting in Yonkers last 
night as tending to do-incalculable harm, 
a gift that could not be accomplished 
under existing law, and to offer which 
would be an insult.. ‘I am safe in 
assuring those of you who are making 
real sacrifices in this cause for the fut- 
ure peace and freedom of the world, that 
no such thing is going to happen,’’ he 
concluded. 

The speaker, who has usually made his 
Liberty Loan subscriptions in New York 
City, offered’ a half million. dollars to 





its other subscriptions up to $3,000,000, 
a trifle. more! than double the city’s 
‘quota,-which is $1,726,000, and had been 
last 
night’s rally. 

“ Nothing,” he Said, ‘“‘ could be fur- 
ther from the thoughts or wishes of the 
Allies ‘to whom the suggestion of can- 
celling ‘their debt, however well-rnean- 
ing; would be a mortal insult. Those 
great, proud sovereignties may not be 
quite so fich in’ resources: as ourselves, 
but they are well able to pay their obli- 
gations. There are other propaganda. 
equally well meant and shortsighted, 


the war. 

“The attempt to prevent by. law the 
printing of newspapers in the German 
language for such of our hundreds of 
thousands of loyal citizens as by reason 
of habit, convenience, association or 
what not, prefer that form of paper, is 
of that kind. Another is embodied in 
the: bill now pending in the. Senate, 
which has just received its well deserved 
deathblow at the hands of the Presi- 
dent, the purpose of which is to take 


sedition the jealously guarded right of 
trial by jury in the civil courts and to 
pass them over to the summary secret 
processes of drumhead court-martial.

DUTCH PUT EMBARGO ON TIN 


Are Greatly Needed Here. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—Holland 
has placed an embargo on the exporta- 
tion from the Dutch Hast Indiés of tin, 
tin ore, cinchona bark, quinine, quinine 


| salts, and kapok, all of which are need- 


ed in large Quantities by the United 
States for war purposes. 

Official notification of the embargo, 
effective April 22, was received today 
and caused much perturbation.  Offi- 
cials declined to indicate the probable 
reasons, but-in some quarters it was 
suggested that the measure was in re- 
taliation for the American requisitioning 
of .Dutch ships. Elsewhere it was 
thought ‘to have been prompted by the 
critical situation in which- Holland finds 
herself with Germany. ; 

The embargo on tin and tin ore will 
prove especially embarrassing to the 
United States. Supplies of tin needed 
for munitions and food preservation 
were expected to come from the Dutch 
East Indies, as the British are taking 
the entire output of the Straits Settle- 
ments. About 16,000 tons .of tin. was 
bought by the United States last year 
from the Dutch Bast Indies, and the 
amount probably would have been in- 
| creased this year. . 

Cinchona bark, quinine, and quinine 
salts are needed for medicinal purposes 
by.. the army. apok -is a vegetable 
product used in making hammock mat+ 
tresses for the navy. 

The United States is almost completely 
dependent for tin on the outside world. 
Production in this country~ 
amounted to only ninety tons, thirteen 
one-hundredths of 1 per cent. of the do 
mestic consumption. <As.the American 
deposits are only periodicalay productive,

Its adoption was opposed by Represen- 
tative E. E. Browne of Wisconsin and 
Representative Eamund Platt of New 
York, but the majority leaders made no 
reateffort to defeat the section. As one 
member said, to have defeated it might 
have led to a serious labor disturbance. 

While admitting that maximum pro- 
duction could not be attained with the 
anti-efficiency law in operation, it was 
thought best to continue the legislation 
which has been effective on ‘contracts 
for the Navy and War Departments 
since i915. Prior to that time, due 
chiefly to Major Gen. Wil'iam Crozier, 
Chief of the Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment, the so-called Taylor efficiency 
system was in.operattion in nearly all 
the Government arsenats. The system 
produced greater produpction, and the 
workmen were reported to be entirely 

, as-they earned on the average 
$10 a@ week more than under the anti- 
step-watch systen:. 

The efficiency system was this: By se- 
letting an average efficient workman 
it was esttablished what he could ac- 
complish in an eight-hour day... This 

as done by the stop-watch system. 
After the minimum amount of work was 
thus established .a]l workmen were 
given a fixed amount for the minimum 


' @utput. Production beyond the minj- 


mum was rewarded by bonuses and pre- 
maijums. 


i Opposed by Labor Unions. 


‘Advocates of the efficiéncy system de- 
clare that organized labor found that 
the inefficient workman was unable to 
@@rn as much as under the per diem 
system and that it aiso militated against 
dabor unions, making it impossible to 
hold men in, the labor unions who could 
earn more under the Taylor efficiency 
system than under the old arrangement. 
In effect, as a member of Congress said, 
the system worked entirely for eéf- 
ficlency, both in production and labor, 
and eliminated the leisurely workman. 

The fight to remove the system from 
Governmént arsenals was begun by Sec- 
retary of Labor Wilson while he was 
@ member of Congress in the latter part 
of President Taft’s Administration. In 
the first year of Presiaent Wilson's Ad- 
ministration, with labor organizations 
becoming stronger and more powerful 
as political factors, the adnerents of the 
efficiency system. became less assertive 
in Congress, and in 1915 the Taylor sys- 
tem was.forced out of Government ar- 
senals and the provision prohibiting 
Governmént contractérs from using it 
was enacted into law as part of the an- 
nual army and navy appropriation

Bonuses Also. Barred. ‘ 

The provision referred to in the bill 
reads as follows: .. 

“That no part of the appropriation 
made in this act shall be available’ for 
the salary or pay of any officer, man- 

ager, Superintendent, foreman, or other 
person having charge of ‘the work of 
any employe of the United States Gov- 
ernment while making or causing to 
be made with a stop-watch. or other 
time-measuring device a:time study of 
any job of any such employe between 
the starting and completion thereof, or 
of the movements of any such employe 
while engaged upon such work;. nor 
shall any part of the appropriations 
made in this act be available to pay any 
premtums or bonus or cash reward to 
any employe in addliion to his regular 
wages, except for suggestions resulting 
in improvements or economy in the op- 
eration of any Government plant.”’ 

This section, which was placed as a 
rider in the Naval, Military, and Sundry 
Civil bills in the Sixty-third and Sixty- 
fourth .Congresses, 1s in substance the 
same as the Tavenner bill, which was 
introduced in the Sixty-third and Sixty- 
fourth Congresses, but failed to become 
a law. 

Mr. Browne today quoted Thomas A. 
Edison as condemning the proposed anti- 
efficiency legislation. Mr. Edison said 
in 1916: 

‘*In my opinion, the bill introduced by 
Congressman Tavenner is. based on a 
fallacy. It is an attempt to prevent 
efficiency, and would be disastrous to 
labor and to ,the public. The worst 
eremy to all workers is an inefficiently 
managed shop. 

Mr. Browne vargued that the placing of 
this restrictive legislation in the Naval 
bill would be a precedent for placing the 
same legislation in the Army bill, and 
was handcuffing the people charged 
with the responsibility of manufactur- 
ing battleships, submarines, and muni- 
tions of war te meet a great emergency 
that confronted the nation. 

**In time of peace the Naval Appro- 
priation merely covered the wages of 
workers in the navy yards, but under 
the circumstances of.war this bill, that 
appropriates three. and one-fourth bill- 
ions of dollars, provides for advance pay- 
raging to many manufacturers contract- 

to furnish every fotm of naval sup+ 

pe and that officers of the United 
Btates Navy may be called upon to take 
charge, in whole or in part,” Mr. Browne 
said. ‘‘ Many of these manufacturers 
are now giving a bonus to their workers 
as a reward for greater efficiency. All 
the great efficiency experts of the coun- 
try recommend the time study. and 
bonus or premium system, and a very 


large number of manufacturers. employ 


this system, which has in all instances 
resulted in greater efficiency, an -in- 
creased output and _ increase wages. 
There has never been a strike on account 
of the use of ‘tne efficlency system, but 
on the contrary the employer, has fa- 
vored* it over -the flat-day plan where 
the inefficient employe in the same class 
receives the same wages as the ener- 
getic, efficient emnploys ‘whose output 
was perhap. double.- 


Baker Opposed It. 


Secretary Baker last year opposed the 
inclusion of the. restrictive clause in the 
Army bill and sent a letter to Speaker 
Clark in whch he declared himself, in 
effect, in favor of the efficiency system. 
Despite his position, expressed publicly 
to Congress and more strongly in pri- 
vate conferences with, Representatives, 
Congress refused to stand by the effi- 
ciency system.. Secretary Baker’s letter 
reads: 

‘*The time study: referred to may be 


defined as a method of ascertaining by 
careful observation and study in con- 
nection with a timing process the most 
advantageous manner in which it can 
be reasonably expected to be done by 
following this best manner. The pre- 
mium is an extra cash compensation 
which is paid to a workman for ac- 
caunpliahtig the work in this reasonable 
time, the compensation being in addition 
to the regular’ wages of the workman. 
This system has now been in practice 
in the Ordnance. Department for some- 
thing like five years. At the piace 
which it has been most. fully put into

TO SATISFY URUGUAY || 


Reply to Inquiry Regarding Seiz-|| 
ing of Commission May Cause 
Declaration of War. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, April 26.— 
It is rumored here today that the Ger- 
man reply to Uruguay’s inquiry as to 
whether the German Government con- 
sidered that a state of war existed be- 
tween Uruguay and Germany is.an un- 
satisfactory one. It is expected an offi- 
cial statement on this subject will be 
issued later. ‘ 





WASHINGTON, April 26.—Uruguay’s 
inquiry to Germany asking whether 
Berlin considered a state of war exist- 
ing between the two countries was 
caused by the action of a German 
submarine’ commander, who recently 


stopped a Spanish steamer and took off) 


the Uruguayan commission to France. 


The submarine finally “permitted the } 


commission to proceed, but the act s0 
aroused the Uruguayan Government 
that.a sharp inquiry was sent to Berlin. 

An unsatisfactory reply, which it is 
indicated Berlin has made, is considered 
as. strengthening the probabilities that 
Uruguay may soon enter the war, as 
recently forecast Yrom London. 


It was reported through Amsterdam 


early this week that Germany had given 
indications of expecting a declaration of 
war from Uruguay and Argentina, but 
Buenos Aires advices on April 24 said 
this report occasioned surprise in the 
Argentinian capital. It was pointed out 
that the only aspect of the situation 
which might involve either nation in 
the war lay in the possibility of an un- 
compromising reply from Germany. to 
Uruguay's inquiry regarding the mission 
incident, 


TELLS OF GANG MURDER. 


Member of Italian Band Admits Part 
in Thirteen Killings. 


Antonio Notaro of Elmsdale, L. I., a 
self-confessed member of the so-called 
** murder gang’”’ of Brooklyn and Man- 
hattan, told a jury in Judge Nott’s part 
of General Sessions yestérday’ of a plot 
and its execution for killing Giuseppi 
Verrazano, a gambler, for which Auagelo 
Giordano, a saloonkeeper at Tompkins- 
ville, S. I., was put on trial as the in- 
stigator and chief plotter. Notaro, who 
was himself tried and acquitted of this 
crime, admitted in court that since his 
arrival in the United States eight years 
ago he had been concerned in at least 
thirteen murders. . 

Ralph Daniello, the Brooklyn barber, 
whose confession led to the arrest of 
twenty members of the gang, corrobo- 
rated much of Notaro’s testimony, and 
admitted that he had taken part in some 
‘twenty-six murders. Most of the mur- 
dered ‘men were gamblers: who refused 
to share their money with the gang 
leaders. 

‘* Giordano <old us that Verrazano had 
to be kitled that night,’’ Notaro testi- 
fied. ‘! When I said I did not want to 
kill a man without orders from my 
boss, Giordano said he would do the 
job himself, but that I would die the 
next day for refusing. I then: changed

PHILADELPHIA. April  26.—At a 
meeting of college coaches and trairers

ing was cated by Walter Camp, at the 
instance of the War Department, and’ 
was presided over by Colonel Lyster of 
the Medical. Corps, U.S; A., who made. 
it clear that there was an urgent need 
of coaches and trainers inthe aviation 
éamps: He said that. those who en- 
listed for the service and were accepted 
would be commissioned as First Lieuten- 
ants. Some fifty men are needed for 
this work: 

Many of the men who were présent 
have already given their services to 
the ¥.-M. C. A., but/it was said that 
there would probably .be an. ¢ndeayor 
made to obtain their release; 50 that 
they might have charge of the aviators. 
A number of the ¢oaches signed for 
overseas duty last night, while others, 
although favorably disposed, -wére -in- 
clined to think the matter over.. 

It is understood that medical: super- 
vision of the aviators: has not met all 
of the requirements,.and it is’ believed 
that this new movement: will greatly aid 
in the work of perfécting America’s 
air service. Alonzo Stagg of. Chicago 
spoke of the needs of the airmen, say- 
ing that they should have recreation 


as well as training to relieve the ten- 
sion. It is proposed to have a uniform 
method of training, although this’ fea- 
ture has*not yet been worked out

KEMMEL HILL. 

The ‘announcement ‘by the. Brit- 
ich War Office that the Germans 
on the northern battlefront have 
occupied Kemmel Hill ts disquiet- 
ing news; but strategic positions 
have so often changed hands - “im 
the’ German offensive that a coun- 
terattack may restore this impor- 
tant height to the Allies. It ip a 
question of the stronger reserves. 
The Germans undoubtedly had them 
yesterday. The Kemmel-Ypres road 
was crossed after two hours of furfous 
assaults. In spite of the allied fire, 
which {is described as “terrific,” a 
wedge was driven between the French 
and the British, and a French ‘force 
was isolated on Mount Kemmel. In 
such desperate and critical : fighting, 
leadership as Well as reserves will tell. 
The battle for Kemmel Hill: has appar- 
ently gone against the Allies, but Ver- 
dun often seemed to be lost to the in- 
domitable French. 

The theory that the occupation of 
Kemmel ‘Hill: by the Germans would 
thevitably make Ypres untenable is 
not’ soand,” To forces the British to 
evacuate that town It would be neces- 
sary for the enemy to make good his 
advance north of it, literally to pinch 
the British\out of Ypres. The cap- 
ture of St. Eloi, mentioned in the late 
German report, shows that the fer- 
mans are trying that movement. The 
capture: of Kemmel, if the Germans 
could: hold it, which remains to be 
seen, would put, them well.on the road 
to the. Hazebrouck-Ypres railway. It 
is true that a/ line of hills runs west 
from Kemmel to the railway and be- 
yond. The Franco-British would have 
to be driven from hill after hill before 
the Germans could attain the supply 
railway, and it ‘would become a ques- 
tion of how long the assaulting enemy 
could stand the losses inflicted on him. 
Perhaps the greatest crisis of the of- 
fensive is now imminent, but assuming 
that General Focu has the reserves 
with which he is credited, the taking 
of Kemmel Hill by the Germans is not 
ominous of disaster to the Allies. 
They ‘have often been as herd pressed 
and have extricated themselves and 
turned the tide of battle by a well- 
timed counterstroke.

A NOTABLE ADDRESS BY MR. 
HUGHES. 

The address of ex-Justice CHARLES 
BE. HuGues to the American News- 
paper Publishers Association was so 
admirable as an interpretation of the 
duty of the citizen in the war to pre- 
serve civilization and democracy, so 
judicious in dealing with the Govern- 
ment’s responsibilty for the. punish- 
ment of sedition, so valiant in defend- 
ing criticism of the conduct of the wer, 
so flawless. and invigorating in ita 
patriotiam, so strong in. the faith of 
victory and of a temper sane and tem- 
perate, that it will rank as one of the 
{nspiring. utterances of the war by a 
representative American.- 

There was the ring of exemplary 
nonpartisanship in’ Mr. °-HuGuHes’s 
declaration, “I -stand on that plat- 
“form supporting the President of the 
“ United States.” Coming from a man 
who was lately the Republican candi- 
date for President and is now the of- 
ficial leader of that party, the pledge 
was impressive.

Some Pictures ‘by Leaders of ‘the 
Cubist School. . 


_jAt the Anderson Galieries is ati ‘ony. 
pitfon of prints, paintings, and sculpture 
belonging to M. Leonce Alexandre-Ro- 
senberg, an art dealer of Paris, and to 
Jam@s Howard Kehler, whose’ Japanese 
color prints include many celebrated 
subjects and a .nufnber of rare impres- 
sions. 

The most unusual feature of the col- 
lection of paintings is a group of a. 
works by such leaders of the sci 
Picasso, Gris, Rivera, and Herbin 
These are characteristically schematizeé 
with deformations of the figure where 
human beings are the subject, and many 
exercises in the problem of the relation 
of-planes, the Arttst. using mechanical 


objects instead of organic forms. Cor-: 


trast of textures with alternating rough 
and smooth surfaces is a device freely 
used by the Cubists to stimulate the 
tactile sense, and appears in many of 
the paintings on exhibition, which, taken 
as a whole, fairly represent the experi- 
ments of Cubism. The experienced pub- |. 
lic now recognizes the experimental nate. 
ure of such work, and the absence from 
it ‘of that art of expression which in the 
work of such @s Cézanne and

This is not a time for 
orjticism unaccompanied by. construc- 
tive auggtstion, It is a time for prompt 
action on the best plan offered.

Even .the demands of the tax coliec- 
tor, whose exactions under the old 
maxim. were deemed as inevitable as 
death itself, are made to yield to the 
need or convenience of the person in the 
service of his country.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There are doubtless many men who, 
like myself, have tried to weigh fairly 
the arguments on both sides for the 
lenient treatment accorded. the. enemy 
in our midst, There are also many who 
must have come to the conclusion that 
the time has arrived for sterner - and, 
in reality, fairer handling of the whole 
crowd.* The conviction must further 
have come to. many that the time is 
upon us when. the pressure of public 
opinion should be forcivly applied. 

As is well known, our public leaders 
from the beginning of this war have 
seemed to adopt the principle that they 
would move just as fast as public opin- 
fon would guarantee. This was the 
silent excuse for delaying so long our 
actual entry, and when brought to ex- 
pression may help explain some of the 
other slow movements, 

Now, while every loyal citizen hesi- 
tates long to speak out anything which 
might. be construed as hampering ef- 
fective progress, surely such a word as 
this letter. would speak cannot be so 
judged, For if thia be the ‘accepted 
policy, then the burden of accomplish- 
ing things is placed largely upon those 
whe may be included as expressing 
public opinion. 

The present method of dealing with 
those who are known to have, and whe 
have given evidence of, an inimical 
spirit is surely open to serious criti- 
cism, It is not either a wise or a busi- 
nesa principle to allow a man to de- 
stroy property and life before dealing 
with him as he deserves. All criminals 
cannot be known beforehand, but many 
can, and these should not be allowed to 
run at lerge. If all reasonable suspects, 
éven, were apprehended, less expense 
and a smaller number of men could 
handle the sly ones.

Last week the advances in foodstuffs 
outnumbered the declines by. an even 
two to one, but this week the declines 
returned the compliment with one de- 
crease to spare. Mess pork and live 
sheep did not change at Chicago, ‘but 
deClines were registered by live hogs 
and ‘beef, and by short ribs and Middle 
Western lard. In the local market for 
dairy prodycte there were fewer changes 
than for many months. The only listed 
révision was @ rise of a cent a dozen in 
the price asked for fancy nearby eggs. 
Due partly to this increase and partly 
to a drop that took place at this time 
last year, there is now a 4%-cent margin 
between the corresponding 1918 and 1917 
figures. 

An increase in white turnips con- 
trasted in the vegetable list with de- 
clines in potatoes and cabbage, and in 
choice marrow, medium, pea and red 
kidney beans, The cost of potatoes: is 
now much below one-half of last year’s 
price.

FIGHT INSURANCE BILL. 


Defense Society Says German Con- 
cerns Backed Albany Measure. 
The American Defense Society an- 

nounced last night that a large delega- 
tion of citizens of New York, Boston, 
Chicago, and other cities will go to Al- 
bany next Wednesday to attend a hear- 
ing which Governor Whitman will hold 
before deciding what course he will pur- 
sue regarding the Insurance bill, which 
passed the Legislature in the last days 
of its session. Under this bill the De- 
fense Society alleges that German insur- 
ance concerns will be permitted to form 
domestic insurance companies and to 
continue in business. 

“ This bill,” says AR. M. Hurd, head of 
the society, ‘seems to be ohe of those 
evil things that cannot stand the light 
of publicity.. It was introduced in the 
closing days of the session, so that- no 
opportunity was given for discussion or 
opposition. A chance notice of the bill 
was printed in the newspapers, and pro- 
test was promptly made at Albany, but 
the protest was too late. Telephonic 
talks with a number of Senators show 
that they voted for the bill on the 
ground ‘that it. was intended to ‘do up 
the German companies.’ —

' A reply to attacks upon the Federal 
Farm Luan System; issued by the Fed- 
éral Farm Loan Board in Washington, 
was received yesterday . by New York 
bankers, It appears that a small group 
of* Kansas bankers, who formerly did a 
profitable busihess in ‘loans on farm 
mortgages, finding their profits cur- 
tailed by the better terms ‘offered by 
the Federal Farm Loan System, have 
endeavored by direct attack and by 
innuendo, to raise doubts in the minds 
of holders of farm loan bonds regarding 
the soundness of the Federal system. 

Their chief point of attack has been 
regarding the relation of loans made 
to the value of the farms which are 
security for the’ mortgages. The Rural 


| Credits law, which was carefully drawn, 


and has béen pronounced by experts thé 
most scientific land bank act in the 
world, provides.that the amount of the 
loan on any farm must not exceed 50 
per cent. of the actual value of the farm. 
The men who are trying to discredit the 
system have deliberately sought to con- 
fuse the actual value with the assessed 
valuation of farm property, with the ob- 
ject of making it appear that the pro- 
visions of the law have been violated. 
Some thousands of dollars appear to 
have been spent in Kansas ‘and neigh- 
boring Western States in obtaining ab- 


randa of taxes paid, in order to show 
that loans made by the Farm Loan 
Boards have exceeded the assessed valu- 
ation of the property. As this directly 
attacks the soundness of the farm loan 
bonds, and as these are held very widely 
throughdut the country, in New York 
and New England, as well as. in the 
West, this amounts to an attempt to 
undermine thé credit of the Govern- 
ment. 

The statement made by the originators 
of the scheme, according to the state- 
ment of the Farm Loan Board,. “ indi- 
cates that the aggrekate of these loans 
(the ones investigated) amounts to 78 
per cent. of the assessed valuation for 

purposes of taxation of the properties 
mortgaged, and ‘its pertinence is based 


upon the very doubtful assumption that 
assessments. for taxation represent full

CRUDE OIL RESERVE DROPS. 


Bad Weather Causes Decrease of 
283,777 Barrels in‘a Month. 


The country’s stocks of crude petro- 
leum suffered ‘a reduction in March 
chiefly in the midcontinent field. On 
March 1, statistics from the various 
producing areas showed that supplies 
of oil in storage amounted to 90,374,715 
barrels, and on April 1 there were 90,- 
000,988 ‘barrels, a falling off of 283,777 
barrels. Dur'ng the first quarter this 
year production showed a decrease, as 
compared wiih a fair increase during 
the same period In 1917. The Oil City 
Derrick points out that this reversal 
was accounted for in part by the un- 
usually bad weather last January and 
February. 

“Many producing wells were closed 
down in January and February,” saye 
The Derrick, ‘‘ and production was be- 
‘low normal in nearly all fields. This 
| was not due to any serious falliag off 
| of the wells, but simply to the inability 
to keep them pumping.’

Herr Schultz was ques- 
tioned first. At the outset he denied’ that 
he’ knew Bernstorff and, also denied

“Schultz, it was said last night, finally 
admitted. to Mr. Wallace that he had 
been in conference with the unnamed 
German agent, and it is believed that 
he 'made other important disclosures. 
The German agent is now’ under sur- 
velllance, and~his ‘arrest is said to be 
imminent. A complete report. regarding 
the activities: of Schultz was sent to 
Attorney General Gregory last. night. 
With the report went Mr. Wallace's 
recommendation that he be interned for 
the period of the war as A dangerous 
enemy, 

After Herr Schultz’s case. was dis- 
posed of, Frau Schultz was examined. 
She denied knowing. anything about her 
husband's alleged activities. The Gov- 
ernment, howéver, is in .possession ‘of 
information which. indicates that: Frau 
Schultz probably knew all about her 
husband’s activities. When she was in- 
formed that she would be locked up in 
the Raymond Street Jail pending the 
outcome of an investigation of her past 
activities, she uttered’ a surprised cry 
in German and dropped in a faint at the 
feet of Captain Roger B. Hull, U. S. A., 
the chief assistant to Mr. Wallace.
